, My Dear Cousin:—One of the greatest 
naval engagements of modem history has 
passed into the great past, and a future 
niay lead us into a greater, God only 
knows; 
but I hope I may never go 


through what 1 did the last few days. 
,We got the telegram in Hong Kong that 
Spnia had declared war and 
we were 


given notice to leave Hong Kong as soon 
as practicable, according to the queen's 
fiecrcc. So the Concord, Boston, Petrel; 


and'' two transports left for 


tvith a six-pounder, and she ran for shore 
full speed and ran upon the beach, all 
hands deserting her. At S:40 .we stood 
out in the bay for breakfast and to allow 
the guns to cool down. We just man- 
n-ged to eat a few hard tack and a can of 
coffee, as all cooks were handling pow- 
der and shell and nobody could cook our 
breakfast. The fonts kept 
firing, but 


couldn't reach us at this range. At 
11:33 we sailed Into them again and 
shelled the forts and ships, capturing and 
burning a 1,000 ton transport, her crew 
bavin" deserted when chased. By 12:45 
the Spanish flog was hauled down and a 
white one raised. We now ceased nnng 
nnd had dinner. All their ships were de- 
sfoycd, their forts demolished and 1,500 
men and forty ofiicers 
killed, including 


the admiral. There wasn't a person 
killed on board our ships and only 
couple of harmless hits were made. Our 
firin" was deadly accurate, nearly every 
shoUiitting the mark, and our men AV 
cool and resolute during the whole cn- 
-ngcnicnt and only stopped once in 
while to cheer-some good shot made by 
themselves or other ships, 


I supposed I would be nevvous, but 


after the first shot it went along like 
target practice. The men fell they were 
SRh and that they couldn't be hit, and 
wiih this groat confidence 
they 
fought 


like demons, Before the battle we had 
our hair cut short and all our mustaches 
were cut off, and when tlio engagement 
was over, were a begrimed lot, faces 
blacked with powder, olothcs smeared 
with grease and dirty water,.-.wearing no 
shirts, or shoe? and stocking-, nothing on 
in fact but pants and a band-about 
heads. We ran in with tho Petrel and 
burned and blew up the ships that re- 
mained, blew up the magazines and shel 
room, destroying1,''dismantling and scut

were burning. We laid at our quarto, 
all night, hardly catching a bit of sleep 
The navy had surrendered and the arm}

• The next day down came the Olympia, 


Baltimore and Raleigh to join us and 
wait the orders also. Three days after, 
'April 20, a steam launch came in from 
Hong Kong with the consul 
of Hong 


Kong, the consul of Manila and a pilot 
ind several reporters aboard. 


We immediately received orders to "up 


anchor" and fall in to columns o' vessels 
and pi-Meed south. The same* day we 
were off, colors living at t'he peak, the 
Olympia, flagship, leading, the Baltimore, 
Bii'.cigh, Petrel, Concord, Boston and the 
reserve, consisting 
of 
McCiilloch and 


transports off to our starboard quarter. 
•\Ve took our time and on April 20, at 
midnight, sighted tho 
island 
of Luzon, 


largest of the Philippine group. We ran 
along the coast all day and until the 
next day when we were ordered with the 
Boston to go ahead and reconnoitre the 
Bay of Subik, lying above die Bay of 
Jln'nila, about thirty miles. We steamed 
around the bay and were just coming 
out again when the Baltimore was sight- | 
ed, chasing a schooner. They 
lired a 


shot across the schooner's bow 
and 


boarded her. The other ships were non- 
seen coming up, and we rejoined them. 
Tn a few minutes tho Baltimore came up 
and we steamed toward the entrance to 
Manila bay 
Wo arrived there just be- 


fore midnight and stood in through the 
southern entrance with no lights show- 
Ing. We were gliding along like 
great 


gray specters, when we saw a flash from 
». rock called Traile in the entrance. It 
was followed by a shot from an eight- 
inch gun, fired at 12:13 a. m., May 1, 
fired from the same. vock. This was the 
first siiot fired in the war on this side of 
the world; it was 
answered by threa 


shot? from the Concord, one from 
the 


Raleigh and one from the Boston. This 
.shut them up, as our shooting was pretty 
accurate. Wo kept on our course, single 
file, column of vessels in the above men- 
tioned manner until 5:05, when we were 
off Manila, and Cavite fort: they now 
saw us and began firing at us. We were 
now 0,000 yards from them nnd they 
couldn't find our rango, so their shots 
fell short; but now swinging in toward 
land, the ships firing in order as they 
came up, our shot began to tell, for by 
means of a 
modern 
range finder, we 


could aim accurately and many shots hit 
the forts and ships which now came 
down the river near the fort and stood 
out toward us. Our fire was so Accurate 
and fast that they neve? got a thousand 
vards from the fort, but wore sunk like 
so many tin cans. We formed a circle 
and passed the forts and ships thren 
times, occupying two hours and twenty- 
five minutes in a continuous bombard- 
ment of the enemy's 
forts nnd ships. 


We had expended 1S2 0-inch shells, 222 
six-pounders and 200 three-pounder shells 
and n shot from our guns sunk one of 
Ihfir largest ships. Shell passed above 
us like hail, singing, whizzing and roar- 
in"; shell fell around us, splashing us 
with water, but never a shot hit us. We- 
had flags flying from all the mast heads 
and from the peak, and .pennant stream- 
ing out aft, defying the enemy's 
shell. 


Vtorpcdo boat came near the Olympia 
and our hearts stood still, but the Olym- 
pin- opened on that torpedo with a broad- 


" side ,nnd it jumped up., shot in pieces, 


and went down head foremost 
with all 


hands on board. Another; tried the same 
'dod«e -with- us;and .we snob her-stern off 


n Cuba. I hope they went ,as_well as 
icre." If'they did", we have naa "a great 
•ictory, and'l guess the Spaniards won't 
rant to cut any more capers for a while.

(hey will never tell what wo saw and 
low we felt. We worked in the heat, 
.bo thermometer! ranging as high as OS, 
ind the ships were cleared of any ob- 
atruefaon, everything -that would afford 
the least shelter lor -the men. I was in 
charge of tjhe aaununi'tion and saw that 
the right kind came on- deck and acted 
as messenger for the navigator and ord- 
nance oOicer. So I was above arid below, 
first in one part ot the ship and then the 
other. The men below at the 
boilers 


stood there hour after hour in the terrific 
heat, driving coal into 
the furnaces, 


never stopping to even breathe, never 
coining 
on deck until all was over. 


They were heroes, if there were any. 
The heut was at timces 100 and never be- 
low 
155 
degrees. The gun captains 


stood behind the guns, grim old fellows 
who are old in the service and noted for 
their accurate firing, holding the electric 
button which sends the great steel shell 
through space at 2,500 feet per second; 
waiting for oridcrs to fire; then without

viewed the past few days in, regard to 
the crop this j-car. All agree that it is 
enormous and will excel that of last 
year, but tliat prices are way dc-wtl and 
there is 
u. chance that 
hundreds of 


quarts" of the fruit will not be picked if 
prices go'lower, wbich from present-ap- 
pearances seems probable. It is said that 
the grower is obliged to pay 3 cents 
frtight;2 cents cartage'at Chicago; 24 
:ents a, crate-for picking and 11 cents for 
boxes andv-10'per cen-t for other expenses. 
This makes the cost to the grower, not 
including his own time, nearly 55 cents 
per crate, Mid the price received in the 
home market is 70 cents and at Chicago 
less. Thus :,t will be seen that the grow- 
er is lucky if he quits event Should the 
prices drop Co 55 cents the growers in the 
southern, part of the county openly state 
that they will not pick them at all.

Lieut- 
Col Huntiagton decided on the attack 
early in the day. and at about 8 o'clock 
-the "force started across the mountain. 
The'march'Up and down tho hillsides 
under tho glaring tropical sun was 
a severe .test of endurance for tho ma- 
rines,.and 'before the battle ground was 
reached twenty-two, men had received

fighting censed.

public pur.se would be opened for their 
personal convenience 
and 'pleasure in 


wheeling. 
NO-W that 
the smoke of the 


battle for good roads is clearing off, it is 
Nearly seen that bicycle riders form a 
very small1 percentage of -those who 
would 'really profit by the roads- im- 
provement, and if they are to be charged 
with being, active emissaries and. agita- 
tors for better,roads, it is not because in 
their selfishness they have so acted, but 
in fact they have been the pioneers, in 
the movement, and to their industrious 
habit of exploring the country roads and 
city streets, is ascribed their activity in 
this matter. They are merely -the mis- 
sionaries, and the general public, while 
having a hazy knowledge, as it were, of 
the bad roads tnat alllict the country, 
have refrained .from being active movers 
for good roads, more from' indifference 
than anything else. But our bicycle 
riders 
have advertised, the miserable 


roads the country is suffering under, as 
much on account of their belter knowl- 
edge of their, horrors during portions of. 
the year, as in a desire to be active in a 
movement, that 
certainly benefitting 


them, in a far greater degree would bene- 
fit those who mostly are compelled to 
use the highways. 


Public opinion is steadily growing, and 


the farmer now understands that there 
exists no intention to compel him to pay 
the greater portion of the expense neces- 
sary to construct first class highways. 
Knowledge is fast increasing as to how 
better build these better roads, and the 
discovery has been made that roads can 
not be constructed all alike from 
the 


same material.' The material nearer 
at 


hand will needs to be used and thus the 
expense 
somewhat 
reduced. 
Those 


where gravel can be had in reasonable 
plenty can,.if they so desire, construct 
splendid roadways at a comparatively 
small cost, but those who reside in dis- 
tricts where the material is scanty, must 
use something .else. Other districts con- 
tain an abundance of rock which, as all 
know properly used upon a suitable 
foundo.tion, makes a superior roadway. 


In some states progress has been made 


and state aid is a feature of the situation. 
Then county aid comes in and lost of all 
the local assessment. This last needs be 
made as low as can be made possibly. 
But the true manner of constructing 
these needed public improvements and 
keeping them.in repair should not be by 
means of personal or special assessments 
at. all. The community use them in 
common and there exists no good reason 
why the public in general should not pay 
-for them. The division of the expense, 
after the state aid is exhausted, into 
county and district taxation is sufficient, 
and there need not be a special assess- 
ment upon separate farms at all. 


The work will go on. The public in- 


terest is sufficiently excited, and it only 
remains for the next legislature to enact 
some proper law that will do justice to 
all concprncd.^ 


If our volunteers can be spared tho un

A short time after, John Ivnuiseu Due, a 
hired man, who was on his way to the 
barn to milk the cows, noticed little 
Wesley fooling with aa old corn shelling 
machine, standing on 'Che cast- side erf the 
cnrn shed. Ee warned the little boy to 
be careful and not hurt his lingers and 
that he had better keep away from the 
machine and he then passed on to the 
barn and milked a cow and carried the 
pivil to the house. 


He strained the milk and Mrs. 
Piper 


started to dump the skimmings in a, bar- 
rel located a few feet from' where the 
corn shellcr stood. She was horrified to 
sec her little boy under the corn sheller, 
•which had evidently fallen on top of him. 


In an instant she had removed the ma- 


chine, which weighed nearly seventy-five 
pounds, and picked the boy up in her 
arms, believing -that, he was badly hurt 
or'dead. The' 
screams 
of the poor 


mother were heard by Mr. Piper and his 
men who were down in -the'fields at work 
and without delay Mr. Piper started on a 
run for the house, knowing that some- 
thing terrible had .happened. 


In'tho meantime Mrs. Piper, almost 


crazed with grief, ivas carrying the life- 
less body of her littls son about the lawn 
and finally went to the house and laid 
him on the floor and sprinkled water on 
his face 
hoping that perhaps he was 


only stunned, but life had left the little 
body, and when the father arrived there 
was nothing for him to do but lift the 
body of his boy to the bed. 


It was indeed a heart-rending scene, 


"the 
poor, distracted 
mother, almost 


crazed wibh cr'ef, and the strong father 
.rept bitterly, for Wesley was 
a. bright, 


healthy and promising little fellow and 
the pride of -the fond parents, who had 
last seco him dressed in his best clothes 
and happy and smiling over 
tiie fun he 


h'ad at the picnic. 


Coroner 
Stripple 
was 
notified 
and 


this morning held an inquest. The testi- 
mony of Dr. Pope,, who made atyexarain- 
a-lion of the body, was in effect that he 
found no external injuries 
sufficient 
to 


cause death. There was no fracture of 
the skull and only a slight wound on Uie 
right temple, and the appearances of the 
child indicated that he was smothered to 
death and probably did, by -the machine 
falling upon him. 


The testimony of Mrs. Piper was given, 


amidst intense grief and tears and was 
simply thai she found 
her little boy 


under the machine and the-first thought 
-that struck her was that he was smoth- 
ered or dead, and she hastened to remove 
the machine .and pick him up and do 
what She could in her excited frame of 
mind.

that one o^the legSj^g^ shorter than the 
dthfl'r .and fiha't wluile tta boy'was turn- 
ing-'the crank -the.- machine became over- 
balanced and fell upon him, knocking 
him senseless and smothering him to 
death:

H. Hitter, D. F. Griswold, Albert 
Sexton, John Schuster and Jacob Cramer 
rendered a verdict that the boy cnme to 
his death by a corn shelling machine fall- 
ing upon and smothering him to death.

Avalanches are frequent at 
all times, and these threaten the princi- 
pal cities. As for the'people, besides the 
few whites engaged in business along the 
eastern shore, the remainder of the coun- 
try is one vast plain, covered with In- 
dians, called cowboys, and great herds of 
roaming cattle. 


An equalh' instructive bit of informa- 


tion concerning our troops is imparted 
by another Madrid paper, El Heraldo.

many thousands of miles from the Allan- 
tic coa.'it.

crops. TKo subject'of damage from dod- 
der is receiving, attention of late, and in

"JACQUES SAINT CERE" DEAD. 


Achieved Unenviable Boputation Through 


tho Ixsbaudy Affair. 


Word has reached this country that 


"Jacques Saint Cere." the well-known 
Parisian journalist, Is dead. A little 
over two years ago the journalise, whose 
real ' name was Armand Hosenthal, 
achieved unenviable distinction through 
his connection with the famous Le- 
baufiy affair. 
He, with the so-called 


Comte de Cesti and other pseudo-noble- 
men, -was charged with blackmailing 
young Max Lebaudy, son of a wealthy 
sugar refiner. 


Previous to the exposure and scandal 


in the early winter of 1S35 M. Rosenthal 
had for several years written foreign 
editorial articles for Le Figaro, and he 
was.the Paris correspondent of- the New 
York Herald. M. Rosenthal also wrote 
for La Vie Parislenne, and, under a 
pseudonym other than" "Jacques Saint 
Cere."' for a 'Berlin paper. From all 
liis newspaper achievements and the 
perquisites which came :to him as'they 
do to'those Parisian journalists who are 
sometimes paid more to keep an arti- 
cle out of-their paper than they-receive 
for'putting It in, be probably made $20,- 
000 a-year. At the time of his death 
lie not less than 44 years of age.

One of 'the most practical methods to 


complete the eradication of dodder after 
removing the vegetation from infested 
spots is to spado or hoe- tho soil to a 
depth of aoout two inches and . to keep 
this stirred so as to prevent .the growth 
of any plants for three weeks. 


Fire may bo used to destroy the dod- 


der. To destroy by this means si=eds 
that havo fallen to the ground requires 
a considerable degree of heat maintain- 
ed for several minutes. This is secured 
by coverin,? tbo infested area with light 
wood or chips well "sprinkled with 
kerosene. .Straw or shavings do not pro- 
duce heat enough close to tho ground. 
Tho methods . given abovo are for appli- 
cation in fields where the dodder is con- 
fined to comparatively small spots. They 
are not practicable where largo areas_or 
considerable' portions of a field are in- 
fested. 


One of tho best methods of subduing 


dodder after it has become widely dis- 
tributed on entire fields is to turn sheep 
on the land, confining thorn with a port- 
able fenco if necessary, KO they will 
keep the' infected areas closely grazed- 


Dodder can usually bo eradicated by 


thorough cultivation with corn or root 
crops for two successive- seasons. For 
tho destruction of .alfalfa dodder and 
clover dodder any '.grpps may bo o-alti- 
vatod except those oOp'guminons plants. 
but as warty doddaTj and field dodder 
thriva almost equally well on a great 
variety of those plants only such crops 
should be grown for their eradication 
aa admit of clean cultivation. 


How to Uno » Wheel Hoe. 


It would seem that people are- becom- 


ing moro and more ..interested in wheel 
hoes or garden .cultivators every year. 
InParm and Fireside ocour useful hints 
about how to iWthem : A high wheeled 
hoe works about 60 per cent easier than 
one with low wheels. The wheels should 
be of iron. Wooden wheels are no good. 
If you can afford two wheel hoes, 'get 
one with two wheels arid one with a 
single wheel. If you can afford but one, 
by all means let it bo a two. wheeled 
hoe. 
Keep the axles well' oiled, and all 


of -the tools sharp and bright. Bub the 
hoaa, etc., clean as eoonae through with 
them,- and then rab.a greasy rag over 
thorn. Keep ';'the nnts tight. Set tho 
handles so that you stand in an easy 
position when tho blades are on the 
ground. In hoeing, skim the surface 
not over half an inoh deep. Don't try to 
plow with the hoes. To mellow the soil 
only, nse the rakes. In working a wheel 
hoe, pnsh it forward about a foot, draw 
it back abont six inches and at the same 
time take a short step forward. Bepeat 
tbo operation, working tbo machine for- 
ward and-baok easily, lifting it a little 
as you draw it back, nnd yon can hoe 
all day -without blistering your hands 
or breaking your back. Never attempt 
to shove it along like a wheelbarrow"or 
you'll soon- be laid up for repairs.

Insecticide! For Watermelons. 


Tho following schedule of precaution- 


ary operations is recommended by H. 
W. Starns in a bulletin on watermel- 
on-, issued by the Georgia station,'in 
which, ho' pictures the lot of tho com- 
mercial melon grower as not a happy 
one, and says' that in order to protect 
himself "with'certainty against all insect 
depredators, tho grower must take it for 
granted thoy "will each visit him in 
turn: 
First—Apply a pinch of nitrate of 


soda to each hill as soon as the young 
plants are up. This is to insure fall 
vigor and power of resistance to all 
oaemios as they arrive'on tho scene. • 


Second.—Spray with paris green- 


four ounces to 50 gallons water—at in- 
tervals of a week for two or throe spray- 
ings. This is for tho melon worm.

Codllne Moth In Utah. 


Overwhelming in number, not seem- 


ingly destroyed by treatment that is 
effective elsewhere, the codling moth 
sorely tries the patience of the "Dtah 
apple grower. Tho horticulturist; of tho 
Utah .station says that at least two 
broods and probably three come out- 
during a summer. As a remedy beside 
the first and second spraying with paris 
green,, which is ordinarily'rocommend- 
ed, .Utah fruitgrowers claim that- three 
or four additional applications of -tho 
paris groea, mado at intervals of three 
weeks or a month, are beneficial, and 
that one made about-tho 1st of Septem- 
ber is especially effective. Tho horticul- 
turist also mentions that as they' . pass 
up and down tho troo 'trunks' many of 
the worms may bo caught in bands of 
folded papcir fastened aromjd the trees. 
These bands should be put in place to- 
ward tho end of Jane,, tho banding to 
continue -. until the apples havo been 
.harvested. It is obvious that tho papers 
must bo frequently examined and the 
entrapped worms-killed, otherwise thoir 
nnmbor is increased instead of decreas- 
ed. Oarern'l banding is of great value 
in fighting-codling moth. 


For Groou F"od. 


•When and How to Protect Trees and 


Plants from Imwets and Funzi. . . 


Several of our fruits aro attacked by 


fungous diseases during; the months of 
July and August, and in case the fruit 
has been gathered or will not ripen until 
fall bordeaux mixture can be used aa a 
fungicide, but otherwise a solution of 
copper sulphate or of liver of sulphur 
should ho applied. For the powdery 
mildews fully as good results, if not 
better, aro obtained from the- use of 
liver of sulphur 'as i'rom'bordoaux mix- 
ture, • hut the latter is generally prefer- 
able for other diseases, as it will remain 
for a longer time upon the foliage, 


For borers near the collar of fruit 


trees the use of various alkaline washes 
is desirable, as they keep tho bark 
smooth, and the eggs are not likely to 
be' deposited. The addition of paris 
green, lima, sulphur and carbolic acid 
is'recommended by some. • If tha borers 
have entered tho trunk of the trees, they 
ohould "bo carefully dug out. 


The pear is often attacked by leal 


blight, for which one or two applica- 
tions of bordeaux • mixture in July and 
August will prove effectual. For the 
pear blight the injured portions should 
be cut off. several inches below where 
the disease appears. '"-The pruning knife 
and saw should be dipped in some, dis- 
infecting solution, such as corrosive 
sublimate, before it is used on other 
trees. This is also a good plan when 
pruning pear trees at any time. The 
foregoing is reproduced from the very 
valuable spraying calendar recently is- 
sued by tho Michigan experimental sta- 
tion, in which occurs also the following: 


Plums and Cherries.—For brown rot, 


shot hole fungus, slugs and curculio 
spray with bordeaux mixture and an 
arsenite. Cut out and burn "black 
knots;""' Examine the trees for them in 
June and again in early winter. Fungi- 
cides, help' to prevent their spread. For 
plant lico or aphides spray thoroughly 
"with strong1 tobacco water.

Peach.—Spray wiin'-Dordeaui mixture 


'just before the buds'iifpon for curl leaf 
and brown rot. Kepdat as abovo, ajiaing 
an arsenite. When yellows appear,' im- 
mediately cut out and bum the trees. 
Examine for borers in October and May. 
Dip roots of young trees in tobacco wa- 
ter for black peach aphis bcfOKI planting. 
On tho roots of orchard trees apply 
wood ashes. Keject nursery trees with 
crown gall. 
Grape.—Use bordeaux mixture and 


arsenites thoroughly for mildews, bhvok 
rot and anthracnose and leaf eating in- 
sects. For mildews, particularly -when 
tho fruit is nearly ripe, use liver of sul- 
phur or copper sulphate solution. 


• Currants and Gooseberries.—For mil- 
dew, leaf spot and worms spray with 
bordeaux mixture and arsenites -when 
worms first appear. Kopeat if neces- 
sary. After second application rely on 
liver of sulphur for mildews. 
After 


crop is gathered use bordeaux mixture 
for leaf spot. 
Haspberry and Blackberry.—Dig out 


plants affectod with orange rust. CM 
out canes severely injured by anthrac- 
noso and spray with bordeaux mixture.

Tho Aajmraens Bed.

Bnvc to Say About It. 


•.•The experienco ' of. jMr...D. .Baird, as. 
givcn.at a meeting, of the Now Jersey 
•State Horticultural society, is: 


: Our orchards consist of about 7,000 
trees planted 12 and 5 yearB respective- 
ly. We began to thia soon after the 
Juno drop, commencing on the'0-year- 
old trees and on tho earliest varieties. 
Our instructions to the men were "in. 
no case leavo two -peaches together,and 
thin to fonr inches apart.-" This or- 
chard-contained about 2,000 trees plant- 
ed 20 by-SO feet and-.prodnced'very fine- 
fruit with satisfactory results. It. con- 
tained these varieties: .£. Rivers, Cham- 
pion, Mount Kose,- Elborta, Crosby and 
Freehold. We continued the-work on 
tho" baiance of the orchard of :12 year** 
planting. Tho trees at tho time were 
.healthy and vigorous and.presented the 
appearance of 6-yoar-old trees. They 
occupied, the whole ground so that .a, 
wheelbarrow could hardly get under 
and between, tho trees. 


Wo first cut away the under.-and, 


weaker branches throughout tho tree, 
opening tho head to admit thexBun, -and 
thon followed with ' ladders, i'thinning 
the fruitito four inches. The-result was 
not as satisfactory as in the younger 
orchard, because, as we/now know, we 
did not remove nearly enough- The dif- 
ference between the 5 and the 13-year- 
old trees was in tho, fact that the -hitter 
was carrying five or sis' times the*quan- 
tity of fiait. I agree with Mr.J. H. 
Hale, that the proper distance apart 
should bo sis inches, but I'admit it 
takes courago'-to stand by.-and see ifc 
done. If yon cannot bring yourself'to 
this point, I adviso you to pnt-tho.woik; 
in charge of a competent and disinter- 
ested person, thon leavo the'Orchard -un- 
til tho work is done, otherwiRj you will 
surely teil.tho workman,not.to tako off 
so many. What I havo said-abont peaches 
applies with equal-force to-appleSr.pcars 
and plums. 


Mr. Charles Black, -another prominent 


fruit grower, said: I have had some.ex- 
p-OTenca -in thinning fruit. I praotfced 
thinning on my Japan phim trees,ues- 


i pecially tho Abundance. We'.took-'off 
| one-half, and that was not--*enough. I 
| did as Mr. Baird advised and instruct- 
ed the man to leava them sb:~iaches 
apart, but eighu inches apart would 
havo been better. On older-trees- they 
should not be left oloserthan-sir inches. 
Younger trees are bettera-blo to carry a 
crop of fruit. I had Beeves' Favorite, 
Ford's Late and Elberta. They are much 
heavier bearers than Old Mixon or 
Mountain Rose. In regard to Kieffer 
pears, if yon. want toraiso good frtiit oil 
trees that have borne several years, yon, 
must not lea.vo them closer than sis 
inches. If yo-a do, tho trees will breals 
down from being overloaded. 


Downy amdow on Cucumbers. 


The early cucumber and pickle- indus- 


try of Long Island has been in danger 
of destruction from tho ravages of downy 
mildew. The experiments of Sir. Stew- 
art in 1896 resulted in materially-check- 
ing- its development by spraying with 
bordeaux mixture. These experiments 
were repeated at two points in 1S97 
with similar results. On a, small plat of 
early cucumbers at Floral Park spraying 
caused an increased yield of over 30,000 
fruits per acre. 


On the farm of Mr. Robert Colyer an 


aero of late cucumbers was sprayed un- 
der the direction of Mr. Stewart Tho 
resulting crop was about 102,000 fruits, 
tho average, yield with growers who
